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III. RESULTS OF INVESTIGATION .

BRESLOW has been employed as Ghief of the Bureau of Chronic Diseases since 
February 7, 19U6. DR. MERRILL advised that the applicant was granted a 
leave of absence without pay on March lU, 1952, so -that he could work with 
the United States Government. DR. MERRILL advised that he is a close pro- 
fessional associate of the applicant, and stated that he has associated 
socially with him to sane extent. DR. MERRILL advised that he had absolutely 
no reservations concerning the applicant's loyalty, and that the applicant's 
associates are professional people of unquestionable loyalty. 

DR. ROBERT D1AR, Chief, Division of Preventative Medical Services, 
California State Department of Public Health, 760 Market Street, advised that 
he has been a close professional and social acquaintance of the applicant's 
since 19l;6. Dr. DIAR advised that he has been the applicant's immediate super- 
visor for the entire time the applicant has been with the California Department 
of Public Health. DR. DYAR stated that the applicant was employed in both. 
Berkeley and San Francisco, California, and advised that the applicant's physi- 
cal assignment in either of these cities is strictly an administrative procedure. 
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DR. DYAR advised that the applicant has many progressive ideas 
regarding public health and is known as a crusader in the public health 
field. DR. DYAR explained that the applicant advocates the government's 
taking a greater responsibility in eliminating and Controlling communicable 
diseases. DR. DYAR continued by stating that he has no knowledge of any 
subversive activities on the part of the applicant, and that he knows of 
no organization, which might be labeled as subversive, to which the appli- 
cant belongs. IB. DYAR advised that he believes DR. BRESLOW is a loyal 
American citizen, and that he knows of no individual with whom the appli- 
cant associates who might be of questionable loyalty. 

UR, WILTON L. HALVERSON, Director, California State Department 
of Public Health, advised that he has been a close professional associate 
of the applicant's for the past six years. He stated that he has never 
had any suspicion concerning the applicant's loyalty to the United States 
Government, and related that the applicant is extremely interested in the 
development of social and medical programs sponsored by the Government.

BRESLOW, and that he had never 
heard the applicant referred to as "Communistic." DR. HALVERSON advised 
that he was positive that BRESLOW was a loyal American citizen, as are 
the individuals with whom BRESLOW associates. DR. HALVERSON was listed 
as a reference in the applicant's personnel file. 
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DR. ARTHUR C. HOLLISTER, JR., Chief, ^Ureau of Acute Communicable 
Diseases, California State Department of Public Health, 2180 Milva Street, 
Berkeley, advised that he has been a close professional and social associate 
of the applicant since 1946. DR. HOLLISTER advised that he functioned under 
DR. BRESLOW* s direction in his present department until approximately one 
year ago. 


DR. HOLLISTER advised that DR. ERiESLOvJ has advocated and accom- 
plished many advancements in the field of public health and is rapidly be- 
coming an outstanding authority in that field in the United States. DR. 
HOLLISTER advised that public health advocates are opposed by a conserva- 
tive orthodox group in the medical profession who have gained a reputation 
for labeling the public health advocates as "communistic." DR. HOLLISTER 
stated that he, as well as DR. BRESLOW and other members of the Public 
Health Department, feels strongly the need of the Governments entering 
the public health field, and advised that he did not feel the criticisms 
from the conservative group in the medical profession justified. DR. 
HOLLISTER advised that he had never heard anyone refer to the applicant 
as a communist, and stated he had absolutely no reason to suspect that 
the applicant was disloyal to the United States Government. 

DR. A. FRANK BREWOR, Chief, Bureau of Venereal Diseases, California 
State Department of Public Health, 2180 Milva Street, advised that he has 
known applicant since 1944, at which time the applicant was with a venereal 
disease control unit of the United States Army. He stated that he has since 
come to know the applicant quite well, and advised that applicant is a loyal 
citizen who has progressive ideas for the public health department. DR. 
BREWOR explained that by progressive ideas, he meant that the applicant 
advocated the Public Health Department's taking a more active interest in 
the control of chronic diseases. DR. BREWOR advised that he is a daily 
associate of the applicant, and stated that he has never heard anything 
from the applicant or anything concerning the applicant that would cause 
him to question the applicant* s loyalty to the Government.

SMITH 
advised that DR* BRESLOW seems to stand in the middle between the doctors en- 
gaged in private practice who oppose the Government entering the Public Health 
field and the more progressive individuals in the Public Health profession who 
advocate socialized medicine. DR. SMITH advised that the applicant is in no 
way communistic and that the applicant possessed the highest integrity as to 
loyalty in local matters and national affairs.

EMPLOYMENT 


JEROME BROMERj Chief of Section of Departmental 
Administration, Minnesota State Department of Health, State 
Office Building, St. Paul, Minnesota, advised that he was 
acquainted with applicant during thd time applicant was employed 
as a Public Health Officer in the early 1940* s* Mr* BROWER stated 
that his knowledge of BRESLOW was soley as a supervisor in the 
department Who cleared BRESLOW *s expense account. Mr* BROWER 
stated that no reports concerning any Communist party activity 
on the part of the applicant had ever come to his attention during 
the- time applicant was employed by the department* Mr* BROWER 
made available the present service record of the applicant. 

Mr* BROWER stated that applicant was hired as an 
epidemiolgist by the Minnesota State Department of Health on 
July 1, 1941* at a salary of |25>0 per month, and assigned to 
District Health Unit #2, Office 212 City Hall, Rochester, 

Minnesota* Mr* BROWER stated that applicant was released from 
his employment with the state Department of Health on July 28, 

1943> for the reason that he had enlisted in the united states 
Army Medical Corps. According to his file, applicant was granted 
terminal leave from the Army on November 26, 1945, and applied 
for reinstatement with the Minnesota State Department of Health, 
and was reinstated at Rochester, Minnesota, January 16, 1946, at 
a salary of $409 per month* Mr* BROWER stated, however, that 
applicant’s file reflected that BRESLOW was separated from the 
Army on February 2, 1946* being discharged from the 9th Service 
Command, Cap Beale, California, with the rank of Captain* 

Mr* BROWER also stated that applicant’s file reflected 
that he had resided at 70 Cambron Drive, Parkmerced, San Francicso, 
and at the residence of Mrs* N. S. PHILIP, 1665 East Mountain 
Street, pasadena, during 1945 and 1946* Mr* BROWER stated that 
applicant resigned his position with the Minnesota State Depart- 
ment of Health February 28, 194&, for the reason that he had 
accepted a position with the California Department of Public 
Health. Applicant resided at 70 Cambron Drive, parkmerced, 

San Francisco 12, at the time of his separation, 

Mr. BROWER advised that applicant’s personnel file 
contained no information which reflected upon his loyalty to 
the United States Government, 

NEIGHBORHOOD AND ASSOCIATES 


Neighborhood inquiries in the vicinity of 199 Arthur 
Avenue, Minneapolis, Minnesota, and interview with the follow- 
ing individuals, failed to disclose any information pertinent 
to instant investigation* 
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Mr* S. FAIIL KINGSTON, Executive Engineer, St. Maryts 
Hospital, Rochester, Minnesota, residence, 1443 First street 
Horthwest, Rochester, advised that he was employed by the State 
of Minnesota as district public health engineer when Dr. BRSSLOW 
was employed in Rochester by the state of Minnesota as district 
public health officer. At that time, they were both located and 
maintained joint offices in the City Hall at Rochester, Minnesota. 
He said that he worked with Dr. ERESLOW and associated a great 
deal with him during their working day and also associated 
socially with Dr. ERESLOW and his wife, so in this way, he felt 
that he became very well acquainted with the i-RSSLOW family. 

Mr. KINGSTON felt that he was possibly the closest associate 
that the BRESLOW family had during the approximately two years 
that they lived in Rochester. He said that the BRESLOW family 
associated entirely with people in the public health office and, 
in his opinion, he felt that their associates were people of 
high caliber. He said that Dr. BRESLOW was a very ambitious 
sort- of a person and was extremely well thought of by his co- 
employees and the people who worked under him* He further des- 
cribed Dr. BRESLOW as being a man of excellent character and 
reputation and his personal and moral habits, in his opinion, 
were above reproach. He said that during his association with 
the doctor, he at various times had discussed the question of 
Communism, and he said that he could recall that Dr. BRESLOW 
expressed definite opposition to the Communist way of living* 

He stated that he had never known the doctor to have attended 
any meetings of a questionable nature and had never known him 
to possess any literature that he would have any reason to 
question* 

Mr* KINGSTON further related that in his opinion he 
would classify Dr. BRESLOW, at the time he knew him, a £. a . 
loyal American. He said it was hard for him to feel that BRESLOW 
was anything but a good, loyal African, in view of the f ac 
that he volunteered for the armed services during the past war. 

Dr. VIKTOR 0. WILSON, State public Health Officer 
and city public Health Officer, 524 Southwest 7th Street, 
residence address, Rochester, Minnesota, advised that he first 
became acquainted with Dr. BRESLOW when Dr. BRESLOW first was 
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employed by the Minnesota Department of public Health, which 
was approximately July of 191+1* He said at that time, he was 
working in the main office of the public Health Department in 
it* Paul, and Dr* BRESLOW, when first hired, started out working 
in that office in St. paul before being transferred to Rochesber, 
Minnesota* He said that his association with Dr. BRESLOW was 
entirely connected with their work in the public Health Depart- 
ment* He said that he found him to be a very energetic sort of 
person, whose ability could not be questioned, and that he had 
no reason to question his loyalty and patriotism. He said that 
he considered Dr. BRESLOW to be somewhat liberal in his way of 
thinking along public health lines. Dr. WIISON qualified his 
remark by stating that he felt that BRESLOW was the type of 
person who was interested in expanding the public health field 
rathor than to "go down the straight and narrow path set by 
his predecessors. M Dr. WILSON stated that he in no way felt 
that this should reflect in any way on the loyalty of Dr. 
BRESLOW* He further stated that he knew no other associates 
of the doctor and his family other than the people with whom 
he worked. 


Dr. WILSON stated he could not recall whether or not 
he had ever openly discussed the matter of Communism with 
Dr. BRESLOW, but felt that if, in anyway, the doctor had 
reflected any sympathies or interests, it would have been noted 
during the time that he had associated with him. He said that 
he had never known him to be a member of any organization whose 
ideas could be questioned, and he never knew him to have 
possessed any literature of a questionable nature. In conclusion. 
Dr* WILSON stated that from his knowledge and acquaintance with 
Dr* BRESLOW during the early 191+0’ s, he would gladly rehire him 
if he had an occasion to do so* 


Mrs J Icity Health Department secretary 

and cle rical supervisor, residence 21 Seventh Avenue Southeast, 
Rochester, Minnesota, advised she was working in the public 
Health Office in Rochester, Minnesota at the time that Dr* ^ 
BRESLOW was appointed head of the department. She stated that 
Dr. BRESLOW and his wife became close acquaintances of hers 
during the time they resided in Rochester. She stated tnat as 
best she could recall. Dr. BRESLOW remainedin Rochester for 
approximately two years prior to his induction into the armed 
services, which would cover from approximately July, 1941 J? 
the summer of 1943* She said that upon his discharge fromthe 
services in either 1945 or 1946, he was reinstated to his 
position with the State Department of Public Health; however, 
he did not return to Rochester, Minnesota. She further related 
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that Dr* BRESLOW was a very ambitious type of person and spent 
a great deal of his time with his work* She stated that she 
had never had any reason to question his loyalty towards the 
TJnitedStatesj that he had never in any way reflected any 
Communist sympathies or interest; and that she never- knew him 
to have attended any meetings of any sort, as she felt that all 
of his free time was absorbed with his duties as a public health 
director* She said that she did not have the opportunity to 
determine Dr* BRESLOW* s political feelings or interests, but she 
did not feel he could be considered anything but a good, loyal 
American. She stated that Dr. BRESLOW* s wife was a very 
inte lligent wom an and had her ph.D in pyschology. In conclusion,

Rochester, Minnesota, who is employed as a psychiatrist at the 
Mayo Clinic, Rochester, advised that she had been a very close 
friend of Mrs, BRESLOW during the time they resided in Rochester, 
as Mrs. BRESLOW had also been employed on a part-time basis by 
the clinic as a psychiatrist. She said that during her association 
with Mrs* BRESLOW, she also met the doctor and considered them 
to be people of excellent character and reputation. She said 
that she found both Dr. and Mrs. BRESLOW to be very intelligent 
individuals and seemed to be very ambitious and w rapped up in 
their profession* She stated that she and her husband socially 
mixed with Dr. BRESLOW and his associates, and she found that 
he kept company with people of his own profession, largely 
individuals with whom he worked in the Public Healthy Off ice 
in Rochester. She stated she had no reason at any time to 
question the activities of Dr, BRESLOW and his wife. She said 
that she did not know what their political interests or feelings 
were, but she had no reason to believe that they were anything 
but honorable. She said that she would not hesitate to 
recommend Dr. BRESLOW for a position of trust in the Federal 
Government, as she had no information that he was anything 
other than a good, loyal American. She said that she had 
never known him to have been a member of any questionable 
organizations in Rochester, Minnesota, and had never known

She further related that the BRBSLOW family were well regarded 
in the neighborhood j however, at the present time, she was un- 
able to recall any other neighbors who knew the BRBSLOW family 
who are presently residing in Rochester, She indicated that 
most of the people have either passed away or are no longer 
known to her* in conclusion, Mrs, POOL stated that she had no 
reason whatsoever to do anything but recommend Dr* BRBSLOW for 
a position of trust which he is seeking with the federal Govern- 
ment .

ERIC SEVAREID, 1226 North Pegram Street, Alexandria, 
Virginia, advised that he was formerly a student at the 
University of Minnesota between 1932 and 1936. He said that 
he remembers one LESTER BRESLOW as a student in the Medical 
School at the University during that time. Mr. SEVAREID said 
that he had no personal contact with BRESLOW; however, he 
knew of him through his, BSVAREXD's, work on the campus news- 
paper . 


Mr. SEVAREID said that due to the length of time 
since he has even thought of BRESLOW, he is not sure of any 
organizational affiliations on the part of BRESLOW or the 
identity of the associates of BRESLOW. He said, however, he 
does seem to remember that BRESLOW was considered to be 
friendly with some group or groups on the campus that were 
considered to be communist or communist front groups. Mr. 
SEVAREID said these groups were very open in their activities 
and their activities were reported in the campus newspaper, 
which also identified many of the members of these groups. 

Mr. SEVAREID said that he does not feel he could 
comment at this time concerning BRESLOW *s character, loyalty, 
or associates due to the length of time since he has seen him. 
He said also due to the time since he has seen BRESLOW and the 
nebulous nature of his recollection concerning him, he would 
not care to furnish a signed statement or to appear before 
a Security Hearing Board.

was never a member of any organized group on the campus, such 
as the National Student League or the Young Communist League. 

She did not know BRESLOW or PHILIP to be a member of any 
organization and had no reason to. think they had Communist 
sympathies. Both BRESLOW' and PHILIP were "intellectuals" 
and BRESLOW believed in. the. development of unions and "uplifting 
the standards, of his fellow men"* Prom her knowledge, of 
BRESLOW she believed him to be of good character, and one 
who had no disloyal, sympathies or tendencies* 

Confidential informants who had some knowledge of 
University of Minnesota activities in the middle 1930's, 
were contacted and advised they did not know BRESLOW or ALICE. 
PHILIP and could furnish no. information concerning them.

Dr. SELIKOFF advised that his only association 
with'BRESLOW was at the hospital and to his knowledge he 
attended no meetings with BRESLOW which could be described 
as meetings of the Communist Party or front groups or 
organisations whose aims or purposes were contrary to the 
best interests of the United States.
